Big  SBC  Issue 
May  Have  Faded 


Tenn.— (BSSB)  1 
—  The  first  issue  of  News  Let¬ 
ter,  a  monthly  information  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  Education  Division 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board, ! 
was  mailed  this  week  to  spec¬ 
ial  groups  of  Southern  Baptist 
religious  workers. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Howse,  director  of 
the  Education  Division,  said  the 
News  Letter  will  go  to  teachers 
of  religious  education  in  col¬ 
leges  and  seminaries,  workers 
in  the  state  departments  — 
i  Sunday  school,  Training  Union, 

I  Church  Music,  and  Student- 
state  executive  secretaries, 
j  heads  of  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
I  ventions  boards  and  agencies,, 
vocational  workers  in  the 
churches,  and  employees  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  purpose  of  the  News  Let¬ 
ter  is  to  carry  news  of  the  de¬ 
partments  within  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Division  —  Home  Educa¬ 
tion,  Student,  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  Church  Music, 
Audio-Visual  Aids,  Broadman 
Books,  and  General  Tracts  and 
Devotional  Materials.

One  of  the  major  decisions 
which  faced  the  Southern  Bap 
tist  Convention  may  have  faded 
into  the  background  as  a  result 
of  business  transacted  during  | 
state  Baptist  conventions  held 
recently. 

This  issue  —  that  of  building  j 
a  large  teaching  hospital  near 
Los  Angeles,  Calif.  —  was  voted 
on  by  the  Convention  during  its 
1955  session  at  Miami. 

Since  it  needed  two  favorable 
votes,  it  was  expected  to  recur 
on  the  agenda  of  the  1956  ses¬ 
sion  at  Kansas  Ctiy.  However, 
in  the  meantime  the  proposed 
project  has  suffered  a  major  re¬ 
versal.

Three  other  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tions  will  participate,  the 
church  officials  predicted, 
bringing  a  total  of  18.4  million 
persons  into  the  drive.

“What  Are  You  Taking  Home 
This  Christmas  —  A  Load  of  Pres¬ 
ents  and  Good  Cheer  —  or.  Just  a 
Load?” 

According  to  a  recent  news  dis¬ 
patch  from  Religious  News  Serv¬ 
ice  that  question  is  posed  on  a  dis¬ 
play  poster  being  distributed  to 
6,500  businesses  in  Pennsylvania 
by  the  Christmas  Safety  Commit¬ 
tee  of  Philadelphia.  , 

The  dispatch  continued, 

“The  committee  also  sent  out  its 
seventh  annual  letter  to  business 
firms  suggesting  “spirit-less”  par¬ 
ties  of  fun,  food  and  fellowship.  It 
asked  the  companies  to  avoid  drink¬ 
ing  parties,  saying  these  lead  to  em¬ 
barrassment,  bitterness  and  even 
jail  or  the  hospital. 

“Probably  your  plant  or  office 
takes  time  out  for  a  Christmas  par¬ 
ty,”  the  letter  stated.  “It’s  a  pleas¬ 
ant  time-honored  tradition.  Just  as 
probably  you  have  some  painful 
memories  of  what  happens  when 
such  a  party  is  mixed  with  alco¬ 
hol. 

“People  react  in  different  ways. 
Some  grow  affectionate,  some  quar¬ 
relsome,  Tongues  loosen.  All  too 
often  the  result  is  embarrassment 
or  bitterness  instead  of  the  good 
feeling  you'd  hoped  for. 

“Worst  of  all  are  the  headlines 
when  a  wobbly  driver,  heading 
home,  lands  in  jail  or  hospital.  For 
his  waiting  wife  and  children  it  is 
far  from  a  ‘Merry  Christmas.' 

“Considering  these  things,  more 
and  more  bosses  are  okaying  fun, 
food  and  fellowship  for  Christmas, 
but  keeping  liquor  off  the  list.” 

Let  us  in  Mississippi  keep  our  of¬ 
fice  parties  “spirits-less”.  If  you 
know  liquor  or  beer  is  to  be  served, 
either  don’t  attend  the  party,  or 
stick  firmly  to  your  Coca-Colas  and 
7’Ups.

You  know  the  law  of  our 
state  regarding  the  alcoholic  content 
of  beer.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  an  out¬ 
right  effort  to  avoid  obeying  the  Uw. 
I  have  been  told  by  beer  drinkers  that 
your  beer  with  average  as  much  as 
double  the  lawful  3.2  percentage. 

If  you  continue  in  this  manner  of 
avoiding  the  law  it  is  my  intention  to 
have  such  unmarked  beer  analyzed 
and  then  endeavor  to  have  your  com¬ 
pany  stopped  from  making  such  ship¬ 
ments  into  our  state. 

I  can  not  understand  how  or  why 
people  will  want  to  make  a  living  at 
the  expense  of  the  character  and 
morals  of  their  fellowmen,  yes,  even 
at  the  cost  of  their  lives,  for  just  the 
other  day  I  came  near  having  to  kill 
a  negro  that  was  drunk,  his  blood 
would  have  been  on  your  hands  as  well 
as  on  mine. 

With  one  hand  you  are  giving  the 
NAACP  gifts,  as  I  understand  it  of 
as  much  as  $500,000.00  and  with  the 
other  hand  you  are  selling  or  making 
it  possible  for  the  negro  to  buy  a 
drink  that  will  cause  him  td  do  the 
things  that  will  keep  him  broke, 
hungry,  in  trouble  with  the  law  and 
will  also  bring  them  into  trouble  that 
they  can  not  get  out  of  with  the  white 
race. 

You  are  more  to  blame  for  the 
wrecks  on  the  highway  than  the  whis¬ 
key  makers  are,  for  men  drink  this 
high  alcoholic  content  beer  while  sit¬ 
ting  in  some  air  conditioned  place  and 
with  out  realizing  the  danger  of  it 
they  come  out  into  the  summertime 
heat  and  then  as  they  drive  the  effects 
of  the  beer  hits  them  unexpectedly  and 
causes  them  to  kill  some  innocent  per¬ 
son. 


Religious  Freedom? 

According  to  a  recertt  news  re¬ 
lease  from  Religious  News  Service, 
“Roman  Catholic  Chancery  offic¬ 
ials  in  New  Orleans  have  urged 
that  priests  officiating  at  marriages 
between  Catholics  and  non-Catho- 
lics  be  cautioned  to  do  their  utmost 
to  ascertain  the  ‘sincerity’  of  pre¬ 
marital  promises  made  by  the  non- 
Catholic  spouse,”  and  to  “inquire 
into  the  ‘moral’ certitude’  that  the 
promises  would  be  fulfilled.” 

“Non-Catholics  seeking  to  wed 
Roman  Catholics  are  required  by 
church  law  to  pledgffe  that  all  off¬ 
spring  of  the  union  will  be  reared 
as  Roman  Catholics.  They  also  are 
required  to  promise  never  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  Catholic  spouse  in  the 
practice  of  his  or  her  religious 
duties.”

1.  This  is  a  free  country,  founded 
by  men  seeking  religious  freedom. 
If  a  Catholic  is  given  full  freedom 
to  try  to  lead  the  Protestant  mate 
to  accept  his  religion,  why  should 
not  the  Protestant  have  full  right 
to  seek  to  win  the  Catholic  to  his 
way  of  thinking? 

2.  In  a  free  country,  how  can  any 
person  have  the  right  to  sign  away 
the  right  of  unborn  children  to 
worship  according  to  the  dictates 
of  their  own  conscience?

The  trick  is 
that  the  men  of  the  church  did 
the  work.  In  the  membership

lumber.  Others  donated  lum¬ 
ber  and  timber. 

The  annex  houses  five  assem¬ 
bly  rooms,  a  spacious  kitchen, 
recreational  room,  pastor's 
study,  and  office. 

The  church  is  now  able  to 
completely  organize  all  its  or¬ 
ganizations. 

At  the  dedication  special  rec¬ 
ognition  was  also  given  to  Rev. 
P  B.  Green,  who.  as  pastor,  led 
in  the  building  the  brick  audi¬ 
torium.  Tribute  was  also  paid 
to  the  late  T.  Hugh  Smith,  who 
gave  liberally  of 


masons,  carpenters, 
and  other  professional  men. 

More  than  100  men  worked 
as  weather  conditions  permit¬ 
ted.  Much  of  the  material  was 
donated  by  the  workers.  They 
even  made  the  brick  and  cement 
blocks,  using  their  own  machin¬ 
ery.

Rev.  A.  W.  Talbert  the  pas¬ 
tor,  gives  much  praise  to  the 
late  Green  H.  Jackson  who 
made  possible  the  brick  machin¬ 
ery  and  gave  much  time,  money, 
and  labor  in  the  erection  of  the 
original  building. 

Also  available  was  approxi¬ 
mately  25,000  feet  of  pine  tim- 1 
ber  on  the  six-acre  church  plot.

year  have  already  gone  beyond 
receipts  for  all  of  1954. 

goiter  Routh,  treasurer  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  announced  that  the  for¬ 
eign  mission  agency  during  the 
period  January-N'ovembcr,  1955, 
received  $9,501,100.  Receipts 
for  all  of  1954  were  $9,439,491. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
expected  to  go  over  its  1954  to¬ 
tal  during  December.  Last  year, 
It  received  $2,966,247  through 
designated  and  undcsignalcd 
oifenng.s.  Througli  November 
this  year,  it  had  received  $2,- 
903,177, 

Belief  that  the  Home  Board 
will  also  exceed  its  laa$,4jfar’s 
receipts  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  for  the  month  of  Novem-  f 
ber,  1955,  it  received  $230,000. 

Both  mission  boards  have 
been  sharing  in  Cooperative 
Program  ‘’Advance"  funds  since 
October,  when  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  met  its  an¬ 
nual  budgcL  After  the  budget 
was  met,  the  mission  agencies 
began  sharing  all  undcsignated 
funds  with  75  per  cent  for  for¬ 
eign  work  and  25  per  cent  for 
home  missions. 

“Advance”  Well  Ahead 

The  “Advance”  portion  for 
1955  ia  running  well  ahead  of 


1954,  according  to  the  treas¬ 
urer's  report.  "Advance  '  funds 
this  year  so  far  are  $1,410,489, 
compared  with  $880,962  at  the 
same  time  in  1954. 

The  November,  1955,  treas- 
|  urer’s  statement  shows  that 
Southern  Baptists  gave  $856,- 
116  to  work  of  the  Convention 
without  designation,  meaning 
that  these  funds  were  shared 
exclusively  by  the  two  mission 
boards. 

An  additional  $107,672  came 
in  designated  gifts,  in  which 
donoj-s  state  just  how  they  want 
the  money  distributed. 

To  date  this  yt%r,  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  agencies  and

ID.  OUR  LORD  SOUGHT 

STRENGTH  IN  PRAYER  AT 
THE  BEGINNING  OF 
EVERY  GREAT  WORK 

As  he  rose  out  of  the  baptis¬ 
mal  waters,  He  was  praying. 
And  for  what,  do  you  suppose? 
He  had  reached  the  breaking 
point  with  the  old  village  life 
in  quiet  Nazareth;  nay,  by  His 
baptism  He  had  passed  that 
point,  and  now  He  was  afloat 
upon  the  surface  of  the  sea  of 
His  appointed  ministry,  and  His 
great  soul  called  for  the  helping 
hand  of  the  Father.  The  testing 
time  was  just  ahead,  the  time 
when  the  devil  was  to  make  his 
most  determined  attempt  thus 
far  to  break  our  Lord  and  ruin 
His  work,  the  testing  time 
through  which  our  Lord  should 
become  a  stronger  champion  of 
our  cause  for  having  grappled 
with  the  adversary  and  bested 
him  on  grounds  of  that  adver¬ 
sary's  choosing. 

Again  a  crises  approaches!  He 
must  choose  a  company  of  men 
to  be  with  Him  as  His  intimate 
companions,  to  serve  Him,  to 
sit  at  His  feet  and  learn  of  Him. 
to  witness  for  Him,  to  bear  His 
words  to  the  end  of  the  world, 
and  these  men  are  going  to 
p  that  comes  only 
from  on  high.  What  does  He  do 
.now,  this  Lord  and"  teacher  in 
the  school  of  prayer? 

He  goes  for  a  long-night  per¬ 
iod  of  prayer  on  the  mountain 
top  that  the  men  to  be  chosen 
might  have  the  Help  of  God  in 
their  preparation  and  in  their 
pursuit  of  the  task  to  which 
they  were  to  be  bound.  In  this 
incident  He  has  left  us  an  ex¬ 
ample,  I  think,  of  the  attitude 
we  should  assume  and  maintain 
toward  those  who  hold  places  of 
responsibility  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord  among  us. 

At  last  there  was  the  prayer 
in  Uif  garden  There  is  a  sacred 
spot!  Let  us  be  wary  in  our  walk 
into  it  May  we  say  He  faced 
there  the  greatest  crisis  of  His 
life-’  There  is  so  much  we  might 
say  as  to  the  matter  of  His 
prayer.  Let  us  say  He  prayed 
most  earnestly,  and  draw  the 
curtain  there. 
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INTRODUCTION 

People  are  accustomed  to 
think  of  Luke  as  the  Gospel  of 
Childhood,  the  Gospel  of  Wo¬ 
manhood,  the  Gospel  of  Com¬ 
passion,  the  Gospel  for  man¬ 
kind  in  general  and  for  the  Ro¬ 
man  world  id  particular  It  will 
richly  repay  you  for  an  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  passages  collected 
for  your  study  in  this  lesson  — 
all  of  them  from  the  gospel  of 
Luke  —  if  you  will  compare 
them  with  the  parallel  passages 
in  Matthew  and  Mark,  and  'to 
note  that  of  the  eight  passages 
here  collected,  six  are  found  in 
Luke  alone.  Add  this  mark  of 
distinction  to  this  gospel  also: 
Luke  is  the  Gospel  of  Prayer. 
The  person  praying  in  every 
instance  recorded  here  is  the 
same:  our  blessed  Lord  Jesus. 
Could  we  but  enter  more  closely 
Into  the  spiritual  processes  of 
the  soul  of  our  Lord,  we  might 
presume  to  borrow  a  title  from 
Andrew  Murray  and  name  the 
lesson,  “W I  jh»  Jesus  in  the 
School  of  Prayer". 

I.  OUR  LORD'S 
PREEMINENCE  IN  PRAYER 

Here  as  elsewhere  He  was 
preeminent.  To  know  how  to 
pray  is  to  know  how  to  «ujuy 
the  loltn  -t  privilege  that  our 
heavenly  Father  grants  to  mort¬ 
al  man.  To  know  how  lo  enjoy 
and  discharge  this  privilege  Is 
to  know  the  thrill  of  the  loftiest 
rapture  that  man  can  feel  up¬ 
on  this  earth. 

It  is  also  a  duty  that  man 
owes  to  God.  Is  it  irrrvcrcnt  to 
say  that  our  heavenly  Ijther 
loves  to  hear  the  voices  of  His 
children  in  their  seeking  of  fel¬ 
lowship  with  Him,  of  counsel  of 
Him,  of  their  expressions  of 
gratitude  to  Him.  of  their  inter¬ 
cessions  with  Him?  Is  it  not  His 
dear  righteous  will  that  rich 
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During  a  recent  observance  of 
Homecoming  Day  at  New  Pass 
Road  Church  in  Gulfport,  the 
new  church  building  with  a  seat 
ing  capacity  of  400  was  dedi¬ 
cated  and  the  mortgage  note 
was  burned.  Shown  above  is 
the  new  building  and  a  part  of. 
the  crowd  who  attended  the 
services. 

Pass  Road  Church  is  six  years 
old.  It  began  as  Sunday  School 
classes  in  the  pastor's  home, 
and  then  began  meeting  in  a 
tent.  When  the  tent  was  destroy¬ 
ed  by  a  hurricane  the  members 
purchased  a  small  building 
from  the  War  Assets  Adminis¬ 
tration.  They  became  a  mission 
of  First  Ghurch,  Gulfport  until 
in  October,  1951  a  church  was 
organized.  The  construction  of 
a  new  cement  block  auditorium 


began  in  1953,  with  $1800  in  the 
treasury.  The  church  obtained 
a  loan  from  the  Home  Mission 
Board  in  1954  and  paid  the  loan 
in  full  this  year. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  an 
educational  annex  at  the  rear  of 
the  auditorium.  The  Brother¬ 
hood  is  finishing  the  work  on 
the  inside  of  the  building  There 
have  been  36  additions  to  the 
church  this  asscciational  year. 

Rev.  John  Wade,  pastor  of  tiie 
I.akeshore  Church,  and  Rev.  M. 
S.  Varnado,  pastor  of  Calvary 
Church,  Pascagoula,  were  spec¬ 
ial  speakers  at  the  Homecoming 
services. 

The  pastor.  Rev.  Thomas  F. 
Henry,  who  came  to  the  Coast 
from  Mobile,  Alabama,  says 
that  the  church  plans  to  in¬ 
crease  its  giving  to  missions 
next  year. 
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II.  OUR  LORD  SOUGHT 
SOLITUDE  IN  PRAYER 

This,  of  course,  is  not  to  say 
that  our  Lord  did  not  approve 
and  practice  public  prayer,  lie 
did  approve  and  teach  public 
prayer,  as  witness  the  opening 
words  of  the  model  be  gave  his 
disciples  when  He  responded  to 
their  request  that  he  teach 
them  to  pray.  "Our  Father"! 
Now,  the  word  "Our"  is  plural, 
and  means  that  the  leader  here 
is  speaking  the  prayer  of  a 
group  or  congregation. 

But  when  weighty  issues 
pressed  upon  our  Lord,  when 
grave  rriscs  faced  Him,  and  His 
sacred  duty  demanded  mbmt-n 
toils  decisions,  11^  went  apart  to 
pray.  In  this  practice  again  He 
was  the  Master  Teacher  setting 
the  correct  example  before  those 
who  larked  knowledge.  For  God 
grants  victory  to  those  who 
come  to  Him  in  the  quiet 
hour  and  seek  His  counsel  a- 
lone,  and  in  perfect  submission 
to  His  good  will.  At  such  times 
as  these,  bended  knees  labor. 
Totded  hands  work,  submissive 
souls  struggle  and  agonize  for 
victory  under  God.  In  the  shad¬ 
ow  of  the  night,  on  the  hillside 
or  under  the  olive  trees  in  the 
garden,  our  Lord  sought  in  soli- 
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morning,  and  had  this  for  his 
subject:  "Our  Lord  s  Lesson  of 
Prayer".  When  we  were  on  the 
way  back  to  town,  I  said,  “Will, 
you  gave  the  outline  for  an  ex¬ 
cellent  book  of  prayer". 

“Yes",  he  replied,  “you  write 
it". 

I  have  not  done  so.  nor,  I 
fancy,  shall  I.  Perhaps  the 
evening  is  too  far  spent.  But 
there  is  a  great  deal  that  is 
precious  here. 

1.  "Our  Father”.  How  much 
might  be  thought  and  written 
on  what  this  precious  name 

means! 

2.  "Hallowed  be  thy  name.” 
And  here  how  sweet  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  hallowing,  of  making 
sacred  that  dear  name! 

3.  “Thy  kingdom  come”. 
Where?  Here.  When?  Now! 
How?  Through  the  efforts  un¬ 
der  God  of  the  people  who  pray 
this  prayer. 

4.  “Give  us  day  by  day  our 
daily  bread".  A  prayer  for  physi¬ 
cal  sustenance. 

5.  "Forgive  us  our  sins;  for 
we  also  ourselves  forgive  every¬ 
one  that  is  indcbU'd  to  us".  A 
prayer  for  forgiveness  in  exact¬ 
ly  the  measure  that  we  forgive. 

6.  "Bring  us  not  into  tempta¬ 
tion.”  Permit  us  not  to  be 
brought  into  temptation  Do  not 
bring  us  into  the  snare  of  the 
cevil,  and  when  we,  by  our  own 
folly  and  neglect  are  ensnared, 
deliver  us,  O  God.

Counselor's  Corner 
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Kentucky  Association 
Adopts 

Record  Budget 

PADUCAH,  Ky.  —  (BP)  — 
Kentucky  Baptists  adopted  the 
highest  state  budget  in  their 
history  recently,  but  defeated  a 
proposal  to  give  more  funds  for 
work  of  Southwide  Causes. 

The  1956  budget  of  $1300,000 
tops  those  of  previous  years.  In 
addition,  the  1250  messengers 
attending  the  General  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Baptist  in  Kentucky 
(state  convention)  approved  an 
additional  goal  of  $200,000  for 
state  needs. 

The  basic  $1,800,000  will  be 
divided  one-third  for  mission 
and  agency  work  of  the  SBC 
and  two-thirds  for  use  in  Ken¬ 
tucky.  The  extra  $200,000,  if 
contributed,  will  be  divided  75 
per  cent  for  Baptist  schools  and 
colleges  in  the  state  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  for  state  missions. 

Hankins  F.  Parker,  pastor, 
First  Baptist  Church  here,  of¬ 
fered  an  amendment  to  divide 
the  over-and  above  $200,000  in 
a  different  manner,  but  his 
amendment  lost  by  a  narrow 
margin.  Parker  declared  this 
extra  goal  should  be  divided 
so  that  25  per  cent  went  for 
SBC  work  instead  of  to  state 
missions.
